of oak, beech and pine. In belts, the 
land is severely torn, a complex of 
hill and ravine. Over much of its 
area it is thinly populated and pre- 
srntfl RtrefeheH of wild, unkempt, 
track leRH forest and thicket. There Is 
plenty nf natural oaver fOT armies 

operatlnK thi ro. 

"I.iiblin Is the soiitheasternmost 
government of Uussian Poland. It 
Is contained, east and west, between 
the rivers Riitf and Vlstual. The 
river Hug divides I..ublln from the 
IluHsInn government of Volhynla. 
vhlle the river Vistula divides It from 
the UuBHlan Poland government of 
Radom. C.alicia hounds It upon the 
south, and the povernnient of Slertlce 
Upon the south. Thus, the war re- 
ports that announced the intended 
withdrawal of the Kusalans to the 
line of the Bug, were looking forward 
to the abandonment of a'most all of 
RiiBsian Poland. The Rug river flows 
In a wide arc to the northeast and 
north of Warsaw, joining the Vistula 
river near the powerful Russian fort- 
ress, Novo Georgievsk, about forty 
miles north-nortkwest of the Polish 
metropolis. 

"The govemmeat baa an area of 
6.50e aqoare mllea, and a popula- 
tion oatlaalai at aboat 1.4M,000. It 
is a rolling plain, iaterrttpted with 
knots and beUa of hills. In the north- 
ern part, where the Lublln-Kholm 
railway, of strategle Importanee, 
crossea the goveraaMBt, on Ita way 
between Waraaw and KIot, la the 
densest forest growth. Also, in the 
northern neighborhood is the otty of 
LubUn. the third manafactnrlng town 
of Russian Poland. The Vistula, the 
Bug. the Wicprs, San. TaaoT rivers 
drain the district. A treaeberons re- 
gion of lakes and marshes and black 
quicksands occurs In the east, reach- 
ing Into Gallcla. A marshy lowland 
also extends between the Vlstual and 
the Wleprz. 

"Heavy, black earth, of rich fertil- 
ity. Is found In parts of the govern- 
ment, and this Is mostly under care- 
ful cultivation. Rye. oats, wlu'ttt. bar- 
ley and potatoes are the principal 
crops A good deal of the Lublin 
grain harvest la exported F^lax, 
lump and beet root are cultivated on 
the larger estates, and stock raising 
Is carried on. The sugar beeta are 
^^orked for their product In mills 
within the gOTernment; spirits. Hour 
Uather and lumber are other of its 
n anufantured products. There are 
some horse farms In the district 
vhosc animsls have a Ruropean re 
putation. Tho character of the gov 
erument Is distinctly agricultural- 
there are few ciUes and Tery little 
railway mileage, aapeelally are the 
I all ways lacking In the sooth and cen 
tral parte. 

"At ona-tUne, Oeman launlgratlon 
threatened to over-run this region, the 
leutonle settlers being attracted by 
the rich, promising soils, and the 
great consumer's owrkota eaally 
reached from Lublin. In 1887, how- 
e\-er, this Immigration was effectually 
stopped. There were, probably, more 
than 28.000 Oermans In the district at 
the beginning of the war. It was the 
influx of (lernuui settlers that largely 
hrought about the adoption of mod 
ern methods In this part of RiiSHlan 
Poland for the cultivation of the soil 
The roads running north are of Indlf 
fcront qualities, and. taken together 
uiih till' almost entire lack of rall- 
ua\ fiicllitii'H, the maneuvering of ar 
iiiliH through this territory niuHt be 
surroundt'd with considerable effort 
and dltfleiilty."
